As a preliminary matter, it is noted that claims 3 and 15 were rejected in four previous Office actions based on the teachings of 
Shrader. None of Applicant's earlier responses presented any arguments directed to the language of these claims. Claims 3 and 15, as 
previously presented, recite "wherein the application launcher exits after launching the test application." Applicant's arguments now shift 
to the language of these claims. Here, Applicant argues that the test applet of Shrader (i.e., the test application) must complete before the 
browser (i.e., the application launcher) exits, in contrast to the claimed invention wherein the application launcher exits after launching the 
test application (remarks, page 8). 

Applicant's argument appears to imply that the application launcher necessarily exits immediately after launching the test application, 
before any other operations are performed. However, this is not reflected in the language of the claims. As recited, the application 
launcher merely exits after launching the test application. The language of the claims does not require the application launcher to exit 
immediately before any other operations are performed. 

The proposed amendments do not materially reduce or simplify the issues for appeal, and thus will not be entered. 
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
